St. P aul, Minn., April 6.—Tho list of 
losses by prairie fires in Dakota increases 
and the descriptions of hair-broadth es­ 
capes aro very thrilling. 
In Yankton 
county 
the damage Is plaoed at $150,- 
000 alone. 
Near Rapid City Prof. G. E. 
Bailey’s ranch was destroyed. 
When a 
party of neighbors drove through the 
blinding smoke to the rear of tho house an 
appalling sight met their gaze. 
Standing 
in a little hollow below the ruins of the 
house was Eloise Madison, blistered and 
scorched and burned, with barely a shred 
of clothing upon her. 
Her clothing, save 
tho collar of her dress, part of the stock' 
ing on her right foot, and the right shoe, 
had been completely burned from her 
body, which presented an awful appear­ 
ance, hardly a spot upon her escaping un 
burned. 
Standing unaided and conscious 
of hor terrible condition she greet® I the 
first person who came to her with the 
ejaculation: 
, ‘My God! Can’t you do something for 
me?”

At George Hunt’s place tho family had 
just seated themselves at the dinner table 
when Mrs. Hunt saw sparks flying in 
through a crack in tho kitchen. 
Seizing 
a blanket apiece the people in tho house 
threw them over their heads and started 
from tho building. 
By good fortune all 
succeded in reaching a placo of safety. 
For twenty foot their path was through a 
sheet of flamo fifty feet high. 
Many of 
tho other farms on Rapid valley barely 
escaped tho wild flames which sped across 
the ground like a flash of lightning. 
The 
wind was blowing at tbe rate of sixty 
miles an hour. 
Had the velocity of the 
wind been less moro damage would have 
undoubtedly resulted. 
As it was, the fire 
was confined to a narrow strip of country, 
enabling those from the city to beat out 
the flames with wet sacks. 
T h iriy T w o F am ilies H om eless. 
Thousands of dollars’ worth of property 
was destroyed within ten miles of Free­ 
man. Thirty-two families lost their homes, 
only escaping partly clothed. 
Machinery, 
grain, hay and a great amount of stock 
were burned. 
The unfortunate farmers 
are entirely destitute and without food or 
shelter. 
In Douglas county the fire was one of 
tho worst ever known. 
Many farmers lost 
everything and are homeless and destitute. 
Tho house of William Cline was burned, 
Mrs. Cline perishing in the flames. 
She 
was TO years old and was tho mother of 
E. W. Cline, 
prosecuting attorney of 
Douglas county. 
At Woonsocket there was a perfect hur­ 
ricane. 
The wind blew off nearly the 
whole south side of the Bank of Woon­ 
socket, a brick-veneered building. 
Out­ 
houses were tipjied over, sidewalks torn 
up, and cornices taken off of several busi­ 
ness houses. 
During the afternoon the 
smoke and cinders were so dense in town 
one could hardly see across the street, and 
great fear was entertained lest the fire 
might get into the town. 
Tho destruction 
to the farmers by fire will foot up thous­ 
ands of dollars. 
Tho wind did not entirely 
abate until yesterday. 
At Ashton the air was so full of dust 
that a person could not seo IOO yards dis­ 
tant. 
Several buildings rn this town wore 
stripped of their tin roofs, while numerous 
small buildings and fences were blown 
down. 
News comes in from Faulk county, west 
of Athol, that a furious prairie fire raged 
all tho afternoon and evening. 
The light 
from the fires could bo seen from Athol. 
Numerous farmers lost all they had. There 
will lie great suffering in that part of 
Faulk county. 
Near Oakwood lake lives Frank Good- 
fellow. 
He was away from home when the 
lire came. 
Mrs. Goodfellow and her three 
children heroically fought the flames for 
several hours, and then were forced to get 
down on their knees while the flames passed 
over them. 
Mrs. Goodfellow is so badly 
burned that she will probably die. 
In Brule county casualties are being re­ 
ported daily. 
Fully one hundred families 
have lost everything, tho loss reaching 
$2 )0,0*10. 
Two women were burned to 
death near Chamberlain. 
It is reported at 
tho la ter place that tho fire was started by 
Indians on the reservation. 
Crow Creek 
agency had a narrow escape.

Tho Senate concurred iii tho roport of 
the committee and tho bill was laid on tho 
table. 
Tho bill to assist Jefferson county to re­ 
build tho court houso at Mount Vernon,

M i n n e a p o l i s . Minn., April 6.—Nothing 
but tho most favorable reports are being 
received from the spring wheat fields of 
the Northwest. 
The slight change that 
has occurred in the situation during the 
last seven days has been the disappearance 
of most of tho complaint of dry weather 
from certain portions of central and east­ 
ern Dakota. 
Destructive fires and storms 
have occurred in some portions of Dakota 
least able to bear it. 
That part of Dakota 
afflicted has been for a long time without 
moisture. 
A very large area roaching say 
IOO miles each way, 
has bein heard of, 
whero it is claimed the seeded fields will 
need replanting. 
It runs up ami down 
both sides of the James river valley, and 
along tho Red river through the vicinity 
of Fargo. 
There was more or less wind 
through Minnesota, to, but not so much 
harm has resulted, and work has pro­ 
gressed well and quite a large per cent of 
wheat seeding is done. 
There is a great demand for seed in sorao 
of the northern counties. 
Much of tho de­ 
mand is supplied by elevator companies, 
but as too many of tho calls are on time 
notes with little securities the companies 
find the supplying of such wants too se­ 
vere a strain to be fully met. 
It is prob­ 
able that on that account thoro may bo a 
smaller increase in tho wheat area than 
had been counted on. 
Seeding in the southern portions of Min­ 
nesota and Dakota is practically over, 
though in some places farm ers will not 
have finished until next week. 
In eastern 
Dakota, from Aberdeen south to Flandreau 
and west to the Jim river, farm ers have 
held back from seeding to prevent a repe­ 
tition of the destruction of growing wheat 
by hot w inds, but some of them have be­ 
gun. 
In the northern part, as far north 
as Fargo on tho bonanza farms, seeding is 
in active progress, and by the end of an­ 
other week will Ii© almost 
completed. 
From every direction corno reports of in­ 
creased acreage, and in some localities cor­ 
respondents assert that every available foot 
of land will be seeded down. 


T he M issou ri Crop R ep ort.

April 6.—Secretary 
Levy Chubbuck 
of the Missouri State 
board of agriculture, in his crop report of 
April I, reports the condition of wheat at 
95 2 per cent, the area compared with 1888 
as 91 6. 
Dry weather last fall in the 
northern part of the Stato and fear of 
chinchbugs in the southern p art prevented 
m any from sowing. 
The conditions have 
been generally favorable during the winter 
to the crop, and the outlook is very 
promising. 
About 16 9 per cent of last 
year’s crop is still in tho growers’ hands, 
and 28 3 per cent of last year's corn crop is 
yet on hand.

Prior to January I, there had been issued 
f r o m tho United States Patent Office up­ 
ward of ICO patents relating to typeset­ 
tin g and type-distributing machines. 
AU 
such devices have thus far, however, met 
w ith b u t littlo favor among printers, and 
th e y have not been employed in practical 
w o r k to a sufficient extent to have any a p ­ 
p r e c ia b le effect in this most important 
b r a n c h of the printing business. 
Printing 
p re s s e s have been improved almost beyond 
comparison with thoso of the earlier days 
of the craft—when only about 2'H) im­ 
pressions were obtainable per hour from 
small forms, as against more than 20,000 
copies now made per hour of our largest 
newspapers; but tho typesetting part of 
the making of books and newspapers has 
remained substantially where it was loft by 
the earliest users of movable typos. 
The accompanying illustrations from the 
Scientific A merican, represent the latest, 
and in many respects the most remarkable, 
of the numerous machines which inventors 
and mechanics have devised in their long- 
continued efforts to find some practical 
means by which to suporsodo or cut short 
tho tedious work of typesetting. 
It is 
known as tho Linotype machine, from tho 
nature of its product. 
It is not, strictly speaking, a typesetting 
machine, but forms type bars, each of tile 
length, width, and height of a line of 
type, aud tho exact counterpart of that 
which a compositor would set up, except 
that each lino is formed of one entire piece 
of metal, instead ot as many different 
pieces as there are characters, spaces, etc. 
Tho koy-board in front of 
which tho

a capital or lower case character of a

The operative part* 
fire carried by a rigid metal frame, all por 
tions of which are stationary. The “copy’ 
is placed upon a convenient holder jus* 
above the keyboard, and above and behinc 
the copyholder is a series of vertical tubes, 
one to correspond with each key, forming 
the magazine in which the matrices repro 
Benting type are held. 
Tho keys are j»iv 
oted in a supporting frame carried by e 
bar attached to the magazine tubes, ami 
each has a vertical slot or opening to.' th! 
passage of tho matrix, 
which drops bj 
gravity as the key is depressed, another 
type at the same time descending from th# 
magazine tube to take tho place of the on# 
discharged, and bearing upon the uppei 
edge of the key. 
The slotted oscillating 
boy thus serves as an escapement, receiv 
ing the matrices one at a time from th# 
tube, and delivering them through 
thi 
corresponding openings beneath, the deliv 
ery being instantaneous as the operate! 
touches each key. 
Tho matrices, of which one is showi 
herewith, each consist of a thin plate 11 
brass, an inch and a quarter long, about 
three-fourths of an Inch wide, and of a 
thickness minutely de­ 
fined by that of the 
letter 
produced 
or 
each, 
all 
matric ( 
bearing the same let 
tor being exact dupli 
cates of each other. 
Each matrix has sus­ 
pending shoulders dif­ 
fering on tho matrices 
representing the re 
spective 
characters, 
and secondary shoul­ 
ders or notches differ­ 
ing 
in 
width 
or 
tho different matrices, 
tho special distinctions being necessary te 
insure tho automatic distribution of th6 
matrices to tho magazine tubes after thev 
have been used. 
A side view of ono o'l 
the matrices is also shown at A, in the sec- 
t ional figure, where it forms part of a lins 
as held up in casting. 
To receive tho matrices, as they are de­ 
livered one at a time below tho magazine 
and conduct 
them 
to tho 
point 
a l 
which they are assembled or composed tc 
form linos, a horizontal guide or channel 
is provided, with rails on which tho shout 
dors of tho matrices are supported, tim 
matrices fitting loosely in such channel, 
and boing maintained therein in substanti 
ally upright position. 
Tho matrices aiq 
advanced through this guide or channel t. 
tho point of as*?mblage by means of a blast 
of air directed longitudinally through the 
channel, from the lowermost of the tw<: 
tubes seen to be connected with the ma­ 
chine at the right of the operator, tho othoi 
tube being onnectod with the casting 
mechanism, to assist in cooling the mould" 
B y this means the delivery of each matri x 
is effected so promptly that its motion can 
hardly be seen, the click of the matrix 
coming to its place in the lino being formed 
seeming to be almost simultaneous with the 
touching of each key, little fingers or fob 
lowers at the same time continually push 
ing forward tho characters until tho line is 
completed, or approximately so. 
The spacing of the lines is accomplished 
by a peculiar mechanism which docs it 
automatically and always spaces evenly 
between every w ent 
The line of matrices thus completed is 
received by a head opposite the end of the 
stationary typo guide, 
there being im­ 
mediately below and behind the head a 
mould, in the form of a vertical disk, 
having a mould chamber ar slot extended 
horizontally through it of a form and size 
identical with that of tho required tyjKJ 
bar. 
This portion of the machine will bo 
latter understood by reference to tho sec­ 
tional view, where B represents the disk 
mould, H the line of matrices as held up 
thereto, C the reservoir of melted metal in 
its gas-heated chamber, D a plunger acting 
as a force pump to pump or force the metal 
iuto the mould, 
and E an ejector bar 
which has forced out tho type bar 
F. 
For tho purpose of forcing the lie* of 
matrices tightly against the mould, their 
characters 
registering with the mould 
$>rdper, an outside clamping head is em­ 
ployed to bear against the outer edge of 
the lino, while supplemental clamps or 
jaws assist to hold the line firmly and in 
exact adjustment. 
Not only is all this work done automat­ 
ically, but the matrices, after the type bar 
has been formed, are automatically with­ 
drawn from their position against the 
mould disk aud lifted by a carrier to the 
distributing mechanism, at tho top of the 
magazine, whence they are distributed to 
their several tubes. 
How far this machine may be considered 
a practical success for general use, in the 
way of superseding typesetting by hand in 
the old way, It is perhaps too early to give 
a definite nuswer. 
It is obvious that it is 
not adapted for work

class of work, especially that required for 
newspapers in general, in regard to which 
this objection would not bo very material. 
Tho actual performance of tho machine at 
present, and for many months past, on 
such plain work, is about equal to threo 
ordinary compositors, and 
it 
requires 
but a short timo for an operator to 
attain an efficiency which will enable 
him steadily to maintain this speed, as com­ 
pared with hand work. 
This, at least, has 
been tho experience on tho Now York 
Tribune, whore only thirty machines are 
ordinarily kept running for a day’s work 
of eight hours each to get out a ten-page 
edition of tho daily, which would require 
the services of about ninety mon in tho old 
way of working. 
Tho absolute saving of 
all distribution, which Is equivalent to about 
one-quarter of the work of composition, is 
of itself a most important factor in the 
economy of tho machine, whilo ^standing 
matter, ” in the form of these typo bars, 
can 1)0 kept for an unlimited timo, fund gin 
any amount, without inconveniencing tho 
office. 
To correct an error a now lino has 
to bo made, but this is done so quickly that 
the entire work of correcting is said not to 
be increased.

In the general leaning toward finery iii 
men s attiro tho youth has not been forgot­ 
ten.

The youth may wear his full-dress suit 
at dancing st-bool; at children’s parties, 
either afternoon or evening; at garden fetes 
in summer; indeed, upon ovory ceeasion 
when the young miss turns out in silk and 
tarletan. 
The prevalence of late of hav­

P r e sen t S ty les A b ou t F o rty Y ears 
O ld —C rude and In a r tistic . 
“Yes, we need a change,” said a down­ 
town money broker to a Now York reporter 
who was asking whether American coins 
would not be improved by substituting 
something besides spread eagles and stiff 
necked goddesses of liberty as emblems of 
the land of the free. 
“There is a general desire for now de­ 
signs outside of the numismatists and col­ 
lectors, isn’t there*’” 
“Yes; Mint Director Kimball thinks that 
the designs of American coins are inartis 
tic, and he is desirous to have a change. 
Senator Morrill is also interested in a 
change, as ho believes that tho coins of 
e\ ery great nation of the world surpass 
those of tho United States in an artistic 
sense. 
A bill is now pending in Congress, 
earnestly supported by Senator Morrill and 
tho mint director, which stipulates that 
there shall be a change in the style of coin­ 
age every twenty-five years..’ 
‘‘Is it a long timo since any new stylo of 
embellishment was introduced?’* 
“ With the exception of the now 5-cent 
pieco and dollar there has been no change 
in design for about forty years, I think,.* 
continued the broker. 
“Jt is perhaps only 
natural that people should clamor for a 
now stylo, but they will bo very hard to 
satisfy if every new coin shall In) subject 
to as much adverse criticism as was heaped 
upon the new dollar and nickle piece. 
It 
is a difficult task to make proper design 
for a 
coin. 
Tho most skillful artists and 
sculptors have submitted designs that are 
entirely impracticable owing to their im- 
perfe# t understanding of the low reliof 
which is an absolute necessity in coin de­ 
signing. 
Tho designer of a medal, which 
admits of high relief and statuesque H ew ­ 
ers, is pretty sure not to succeed in de­ 
signing a stamped coin.”

WASHINGTON’S CENTENNIAL. 


P roclam ation by tho President Settin g 
A part an H oar for Preyer. 
W ash ington , 
April 
6.—The Presi­ 
dent has issued the following proclama­ 
tion: 
“A hundred years have passed since the 
Government which our forefathers founded 
was formally organized. 
At noon on the 
30th day of April, 1889, in the city of 
New York and in the presence of an assem­ 
blage of the heroic men whose patriotic 
devotion had led the colonies to victory and 
independence, George Washington took 
the oath of office as chief magistrate of the 
new-born republic. 
This impressive act 
was preceded at 9 o’dock in the morning 
in all the churches of the city by prayer 
for God’s blessing on the Government and 
the first President. 
The centennial of this 
illustrious event in our history has been de­ 
clared a general holiday by act of Con 
gross, to the end that the people of the 
whole country may join in commemorative 
exercises appropriate to the day. 
“In order that the joy of the occasion 
may be associated with a deep thankful­ 
ness in the minds of the people for all our 
blessings in the past and a devout sup­ 
plication to God for their gracious con­ 
tinuance in the future the representatives of 
the religious creeds, both Christian and 
Hebrew, have memoralized the govern­ 
ment to designate an hour for prayer nim 
thanksgiving on that day. 
4 Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, 
President of the United States of Ameri­ 
ca, in response to this pious and reasona­ 
ble request, do recommend that on Tues­ 
day, April 30, at the hour of 9 o’clock in
